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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-13, 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ikawaet al (4,631,686). 

Regarding claims 1 &15, Ikawa shows an apparatus comprising: 
One or more logic circuits (Fig. 2) configured to provide logical operation, wherein the 
one or more logic circuits comprise (i) programmable logic elements (26a-26n, the 
electrical state of the switching FETs can be changed as anytime as desired, co. 12, 
lines 21-43) and (ii) non-programmable logic elements (predetermined unit digital logic 
circuits, col. 9, line 51-52) within a programmable logic device (A programmable 
semiconductor integrated circuit device, see Abstract; also, "programmable LSI" are 
recited through out the reference in column 15-23 ). 

Regarding claims 2-5, and 7-8, Table 1 in column 5 described different kinds of 
functions blocks and intermediate output signals. 

Regarding claim 6, Ikawa discloses the one or more logic circuits are configured to 
perform a cyclic redundancy check functions (col. 19, lines 5-19). 
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Regarding claim 9, Ikawa shows an adder circuit (70-2, Fig. 7 consisting of seven 2- 
input NAND gates, col. 9, line 68-col. 10, line) configured to receive the one or more 
outputs. 

Regarding claim 10, Ikawa shows further comprising a routable interconnect circuit 
(368, 370, Fig. 22) configured to route signals to/from one or more of the non- 
programmable elements. 

Regarding claim 11-13, Ikawa discloses (70-1 , Fig. 7) as input/output portion and MSI 
circuit can be configured as TABLE 1, as registers, or latches with combination of logic 
gate as shown in figure 3. 

Regarding claim 21, Ikawa shows the non-programmable elements comprise dedicated 
logic having a specific functionality (TABLE 1). 

The apparatus described above is applicable to the method claims 16-20.
